A ‘BRIGHT FUTURE. 


Tho Commissioner of Customs 
at Shancha’, in hia reportof 1929, 
says >—lIf the remarkable record 
of the commerce of this part in 
the year under review can be 
considersd prophetic of the 
future, Shanghai stands upon the 
threshold of an era of unpreced- 
anted expansian and prosperity. 

The year 1919-—the first in the 
period of reconstructiqn and ro- 
adjustment after the tremendous 
uphaaval of the war—was, 
for Shanghai, a most prosperous. 
one. 
trade of the port reached she 
record total ef 769 million Hai 
kwan taels, and, allowing for the 
fact that present universal price 
indation makes value slone an 
unsafe criterion of trade, this 
figura represents, with a few 
exceptions, a volume of com- 


Tha increases of the yaar wate 
well balanced: foreign. coast. 
wise, and transit trade and 
shipping all registered distinc: 
gains over the preceding year, as 
will appear from the more detail- 
ed discussion of each in this 
report and from a study of the 
appandad tables of atatistins. 

The material progress of Shang- 
hai was reflected in the continued 
prosperity of her large industrial 
enterprises and the essablishment 
of new ones. Cotton mills pro- 
duced to their utmost capacity 
and made handsome profits. The 
dockyards had all tha work they 
could handle, © while the 
Qour mills and minor in- 
dostries had a uniformly 
successful year. Saveral new 
mannfacturing projects, including 
a new steelworks, glass factory, 
a cigarette factory, and. an ail 
mill, ware organised during the 
sear. Other evidences of the ex- 
pansion of Shanghai are seen in 
the ‘establishmect of many net 
business houses, foreign and Chin- 
ese; the widespread baildine 
operations: the proposed additions 
to the public services, particularly 
to the electricity plant: and the 
“perease af the population. 

In fect, the very growth of this 
port bas brought with it many 
serious probléms of congestion. 
The harbour authorities are hard 
preased to find sufficient berthing 
spsce forshipping: the regulation 
of the street traffic is becoming 
daily more difficult; tramcsrs are 
overcrowded to an insanitary 
degree; and the lack of adequate 
bousing accommodation for 
Chinese and foreigners is almos: 
acube.

TEN SLEEPERS IN ONE ROOM, 

Perhaps thea most distressing 
spot in this neighbourhood may 
bo found in Nesth-place. a mare 
lane laading off Brady-street, 
which the Queen included in her 
tour of inspection. With out- 
spread arms one could, in places, 
span it from wall to wall. Its 
huddled roofs give a meagre 
Tation of sunshine to tha thorougb- 
fate, and what sir there is comes 
in the form ofa draught blowing 
through tha dark tnnel at its 
farther end. and keaping the dust 
and atreet litter in constant com- 
motion.

MUCH SIMPLER THAN 
MUNITIONS. 


Writing in the Daily News Sir 
Leo Chicsza Money says>— > 

Fame does not blush toown the 
existance of a philosopher who 
Giecovered that the problem 
poverty can be solved by provid- 
ing the poor with means instesd 

of waeping over their unnecess- 
ary existence. The time is vipa 
for a similar discovery concerning 
what wo are pleased to term the 
Housing Problem. It is th tho 
housing problem can be sohved— 
by building houses. , 

Lf this had dawned upon our 
Togislators, aay, at the beginning 
of the twentieth century, *e 
should have been spared several 

_ Housing Bills, and the building 
industry would be much larger 
than it is. 

Suppose that when war came 
wo had passed into Iaw Acts of 
Parliament concerning the size 
and quality of munitions, if and 
when made, and then had left it 
-to private or municipal enterprise 
to make monitions or not, 
zs it pleased them, within 
the conditions Isid down. The 
result would have been a scanty 
supply of munitions, oF no 
munitions at al That is 
precisely what we bavedone with 
housing all along.: Tho centre! 
and local authorities between 
them have devised conditions and 
regulations concerning: housing. 
and waited for the houses to 
appear. The result was shown 
_in tha Census of Production of 
1907, which proved that in a year 
of good trade the value of sll new 
Bomestic dwelling-houses of all 

. classes erected was not mote than 
£2,000,000, if as much. If in 'H0? 
the. nation bad erected 200,000 
bouses. at £400 each, naw building 
of this kind alone woukl bate 
amonnted to £80,000,000, by 
which wo can gather how 
inadequate was the building 
actually done. 

NOY TO BE DENIED. 

When we wanted munitions of 
war we made them. If there 
were not factories enough to 
produce the munitions we bails 
the factories, If there were not 
machine tools enough to fit up 
the factories, we made the 
machice tools If we bad not 
enough machine tool worka, we 
either constructed more or im- 
ported machines. If there was not 
toaterisl tofeed intothe machines. 
we bought the material If 
there was not enough labour to 
work the machines, «e trained 
new labour. Weconsidered it an 
urgent case in which “No™ could 
not be taken for an answer. 

The Ministry of Munitions did 
pot begin work uutil the middle of 
1915 and the war ended abont 
sbree years Jater. In two years 
the Ministry of Munitions worked 
miracles in organising the muni- 
tions making. 

Nox turn to housing. The 
Aate of Armistice was Nov. I, 
1918. Ikis now the the begin- 
ning of August, 1920. and two 
years of peace will soun have 
elapsed. ‘Where are the houses? 
They have not arrived like the 
munitions because we bave not 
idsisted upon making them. 
When it was 2 case of shells and 
guns we laughed at difficulties, 
althongh the difficulties were 
real. Now that it is 2 case of 
housing we pretend that there 

| are difficulties, although the 
building of a cottage is cbild’s 
play az compared with the build- 

Jug of a tank or eeroplane. 

4 BEAL HOUSING MISISTRY. 

Have we a Ministry of Housing 
in the sense that we hed & 
Ministry of Munitions? We bave 
not. We have, however, 2 very 
useful Department known ‘as the 
Office of. Works, which did 
actually in the war, at Well Hall 
and elsewhere, build houses for 
munition workers, aud which did 
it in first-class style. whether 
from the financial or artistic 
point of visw. 

And we may take note of 
the fact thet the Office of Works 
is now actually building houses 
for Camberwell, and for Shore- 
diteb, end for Bedford. But only 
because those places. are res 
ponsible forthe finance of the 
scheme. The Office of Works is 
acting 9s buildibg contractor and 
architect, snd in these instances 
is doing splendid work. . But its 
operations, be it observed, sara 
limited by the financial powers of

FALL IN COAST RATES. 


The Customs trade report Tee 
garding Sbanghai for the year 
1919 states — 


The tots] tonnage of vessels 
entering and clearing st Shaoghai 
during the year—18,500,00 tons 
~—was en incresse of 32 percent. 
over the figure for 1918, which, 
however, was the lowest in 15 
years. More significant than this 
comparison js tho fact that the 
year's tonnage represents sreturn 
to ante-bellam standards, being 
equal to the zverage annus! total 
of the six years immediately 
preceding"the war. This rapid 
pecuperation is — particularly 
gratifying in view of the 
fact that it has occurred without 
the sssistance of tannage under 
the Gerntan and Austrian fegs, 
which constituted sbout 10 per 
cent. of the pre-war total. The 
outstanding features of the year 
wore the return of the British 
flag to its historic leading position 
in the shipping of the: port (after 
one year of Japanese predomin- 
sace) gud the remarkable increase 
in Americar tonnage, 
more than donbled ite S18 igure. 
Both were tho direct result of

Owing to the lifeless state of the}: 


home markets and the high ex- 
change, cargo continued scarce 
until April, when a fair demand 
for space to the Continent, 
especially to Genoa, Marseilles 
and Rotterdam, sprang up. From 
May to November, owing chiefly 
to large shipments of foodstuiTs 
to Europe. the situation under- 
went a radical change. Demand 
for space far exceeded thesupply : 
during the peak of the rush. 
steamers on Enropean berths 
were charging premioms .over 


Conferenco rates. December saw | 


a sudden lst-up in the demand, 
and the year cloged as it had 
begun-—with a surplusage of ton- 
nsge. The demand for tonnage 
forthe United States reached its 
heightin October, wbeprates were 
increased Gold $2.50 a ton. The 
soaring exchange of the latter 
part of the year served to check 

so effectively, however, 
that at theend of the year ships 
found it difficult to fil their holds. 


* Coastwiso rates, while free fron 
abnormal fluctuations during the 
year, wera ataconsiderably lower 
level than doring 1918 For 
example, the rate from in- 
wangtao to Shanghai stood at 
about $3.50 per ton, 2s against $9 
in 1918. The supply of coastwise 
tonnage was quite able to cope 
with the demand and resulted 
in s return to sl mest normal rates. 
This situation, while gratiffing 
to shippers, could hardiy 
pleasa owners, who were com- 
pelled to watch freight receipts’ 
dwindle while the costs of 
operation remained at the bigh 
levels to which they had beea 
drivén under the stiroulus of war 
conditions. 

The various shipbuilding yards 
were consistently busy during the 
year, nob only with new con- 
struction, but with repairs and 
refittings, which increased pari 
pass, with-.the great rise of 
tonnage making use of the port. 
Much more shipbuilding could 
bave been undertaken bad 
it not been for the severe 
handicaps under which the indus- 
try fonctioned; the high exchange, 
the inordinate delays im obtaining 
supplies from abroad, combined 
with the scarcity and dearess of 
both skilled and unakilled tebour, 
had the effect of raising the goki 
cost per ton of vessels built here 
to a figure ‘comparing unfavour- 
ably with the cost of similar 
vessats built in Great Britain. 
Whether or not Shanghai is 
destined to become an important 
shipbuilding ceatre will only, be- 
come apparent after the present 
shortage in the world’s tonnage

‘Conference that is now being held a: tho Guildhall for the purpose 
of reviewing the progress of civil aviation will surely find thas 
ralthough aviation hes made really trermeadous siurides of Iate the 
jepolication of travel by the air for commercial purposes bss not been 
together encoarazing. We notice that insome of the Iates: Home 
Fjoornals to hand there bas beenhas been a deal of pessimism ex- 
pressed about the future of civil aviztioe—a pessimism that we hops 
Will be falsified. , 
f. Fora time after the ermistice there certainly was an increase in 
fcivil fying. both for business and pleasure purposes. At the seaside 
Hsesorts mild thrills in the air became popaler, though rathar 
Mexpensive: ® nomber of firms tridd oseroplanes for transport 
(purposes, and a ‘fex people used them for moving quickly 
rabout. Popular interest was stimulated, bot soon waned, and 
there is no doub! that to-day public concern in the aeroplane’s 
possibilities can hardly be said to exist. Civil aviation bas 
‘gan into a time of slump. . *Lessrs A. V. Roe, for example, the well- 
rknown Home firm. who took a prominent part a pear ago im arrang- 
Bing civil Bgbts, are now doing nothing in the matter. Thoy ere not 
earrying out a passenger service. Last year’s services were 
‘unprofitable. The Goveramentare being accused of doing little or 
nothing to forward eviation. They have cettzinly—to stimulate 
(the evolution of a good commercial aeroplane-—carried ont tests, 
"and provided £64,000 prize money. Bns the firms in numbers are 
Hhotin existence tocompete. There bas not been 2 buge entry of 
imachines, for the reason that the firms who once manufactured 
aircraft are cow turoing out other goods. Suficient proof of the 
distrost with which the Government were viewed by aeronautical 
pfisms was afforded recently by the resignation of Mr. Holt Thomas. 
f The promises given by the State have come to nothing. They are 
Eallowing civil aviation to die, the while France, Germany, and 
(America are n3t only making a success of the science, but making 
tt pay. Ibis time that something was done to dispel the “easy ” 
Umetbods which sre being deal! ost from the Air Ministry and 
Government offices. The Paris-London air mail completed its frst 
year of working a few weeks ago. When the mail started it ran one 
“nachine a day each way between Paris and Hounslow, and the 
-firm which owned the line, the Aircraft Menufacturing Co.. Ltd. 
wes full of generals, colonels, and other bigh officials of the 
Ministry, who drew nice salaries, Now the highest rank one can 
find in the sir line is thas of a captain. 
M The handicap against commercial aviation is its costliness. 
‘When that hes been overcome—if it ever will be—there is ne reason 
Bwhy it should not flourish, provided that the two watchwords 
Eby Major General Sykes are applied: “Safety and “ Reliability.” 
‘The coutention that the onus of linking up the Empire did not rest 
Britain alone is surely a ressonabla oneanod the Dominions and 
a Colonies will probably contribute their share towards building 
ecompleted system. Here in Hongkoog we have witnessed 
fights by e local aviator and slso know thst he has successfully 
Fpiloted bis machine on such long trips as Macaoto Shanghai and 
eHongkoog to Haiphong.

2 Arbothnot Street is still 
standing, we will wager that is 
isn't let for anything like tha 
figures quoted. A house for $20 
a month! Try to imagine it— 
why, we've heard of as 
much aa, that being asked 
for the loan “of a. bathing 
matshed. Those wins? have been 
“the good old days” with «& 
vengeance. Nowadays a man’s 
Jucky if be can get a roof over 
over bis head, even though he is 
willing to pay ten times that 
amount. And a lease so as to 
rive him somesecurity of tenure? 
Ifhe doesn't get his head bitten 
off for daring to ask for one, he’s 
sure to be informed that his rent 
wil cost him'more.

So long as we 
have these Zelgowskis and 
D’Annunzios knocking about, for 
so long will the foal settlement 
be postponed.
